"This 
is part of the new tone and 
the new style of the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Party. It’s 
getting out of the legislature 
and amongst the people to 
find out on your own ground 
what your problems are." 

Klein asserted that the 
Conservative record speaks 
for itself. 

"We have kept our prom¬ 
ises,” Klein said. “You can 
check the record. Everything 
that we said we were going to 
do we have done. All of it, of 
course, is not complete. We 
need the mandate to carry 
on.”

Our hospital, and others, all 
over the province have been 
mortally wounded. Our politi¬ 
cians have decided we can func¬ 
tion on less money for health 
care while they drive around 
Ottawa In limousine's and enjoy 
their many free lunches, and 
perks. 

Today the people who need 
special care are our parents and 
grandparents: tomorrow it will 
be ourselves and In due course 
our children. The needs of Ihe 
elderly are Indistinguishable 
from our own. 

The economic future for our 


elderly In long term care Is not 
such a rosy picture. With dras¬ 
tic staff cuts the morale of the 
staff will suffer, how long can 
they continue to function with a 
heavy work load that creates 
stressful working conditions. 
Cut backs do not make for a 
happy environment, over¬ 
worked . understaffed conditions 
do not produce happy person 
nel to work with our elderly. 

I believe that as long as we 
live, the pursuit of good care Is 
the inalienable right of every 
Canadian. To the many who are 
physically incapable of provid¬ 


ing care for themselves it Is the 
obligation of our health care 
system to provide care, to make 
the last years comfortable and 
toglvedlgnliy to each Individual. 

Education for ouryoulh. and 
health care for Ihe elderly, 
should be two areas where we 
draw the line against funding 
cuts. There Is such blatant mis¬ 
management of tax dollars by 
government. Do we need 50 high 
tech, hellcoptcrsat $4.4billion? 
Do we need bilingualism, with a 
price tag of $6 billion. $ 171 mil¬ 
lion? Do we gain from 
multlcullurism or from Gainers 


or Nova Tell or even a grant of 
$40 thousand for repair on a 
golf course? Do we need politi¬ 
cians who give themselves a 30 
percent Increase? We. Ihe peo¬ 
ple of Canada, need to have 
more to say about how our tax 
dollars are dispersed. 

Remember, the people In long 
term care have the same needs 
as we have and the Influence 
our society has on them decides 
the quality of life as related to 
family, friends, economics, and 
health care. We talk of "Golden 
Years" let's not allow our politi¬ 
cians to turn them Into "Brass", 


while they throw our tax dollars 
to Ihe wind.

Cattle prices setback possible 


Both fed and feeder cattle 
prices could be heading down 
this summer says an Alberta 
Agriculture market analyst. 

Seasonal Increases In both 
slaughter weights and volumes 
are anticipated In the U.S. dur¬ 
ing May and June. "This should 
pressure fed cattle prices k)wer." 
says Ron Gletz. 

Recent develop 
ments in the cur¬ 
rency markets, he 
adds, may make 
these forecasts a lit¬ 
tle on the pessimis 
tic side. _ 

"Feedlot operators, however." 
he adds, "may resist this down¬ 
wards price trend and that could 
lead to Jerky movement to lower 


prices." 

In Western Canada, fed cat¬ 
tle marketings have already In¬ 
creased seasonally. Increased 
local supplies have widened the 
Canada-U.S. price spread 
slightly. 

Gletz forecasts monthly av¬ 
erage prices for Alberta Direct 
Steers at $92/cwt. In May. drop¬ 
ping to $88 In June and $86 In 
July. Estimates are based on a 
Canadian dollar valued at 80 
cents U.S. Recent developments 
In the currency markets, he 
adds, may make these forecasts 
a little on the pessimistic side. 

"Despite the likelihood of a 
large price drop In the fed cattle 
market. I find It hard to be nega¬ 
tive about heavy feeder price 
prospects this summer." he 
adds. 

In four out of the last five 
years, heavy feeder cattle prices 


have averaged higher in t he su m- 
mer (July through September 
quarter) than In the spring (April 
through June quarter). As well, 
overall seasonal price swings 
have been much smaller In the 
heavy feeder market than In the 
fed cattle market. Good quality 
"short-keep" steers or heifers 
appear to be In demand at al¬ 
most any time of the year. 

'There Is the caution that at 
their current lofty levels feeder 
cattle prices seem susceptible 
to a setback." Gletz says. "Re¬ 
cent history suggests feedlot 
buyers won't step away from 
this market until they begin los¬ 
ing money. That Is possible this 
summer. 

"In balance. I expect heavy 
feeder cattle prices alxnit three 
to live dollars per hundredweight 
below current levels by late sum¬ 
mer."

A good actress never reveals 
her age. but like many of her 
I lollywood counterparts. Judith 
Robinson chose to spend the 
first part of her life exploring her 
career, her faith and the world 
before taking the roles of wife 
and mother. 

Bom and raised In Calgary. 
Robinson got hooked on acting 
at an early age. 

“My whole family loved music 
and I loved acting too. The ear¬ 
liest I wrote down I wanted to be 
an actor was when 1 was twelve." 

After high school In Calgary, 
she lived In Norway for six 
months. She continued her 
studies In Canada at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, earning a 
Bachelor of Fine Arts degree In 
Theatre.

The school was located In a 
III tie town called Gramado near 


the city of Porto Alegre on the 
southern tip of Brazil.

The backdrop of mountains 
and plains populated by cow- 
lx>ys and farmers was oddly 
reminiscent of Alberta, but the 
culture was worlds apart from 
Canada's.

No micro- 
waves. No cars. But they all 
have televisions, that surprised 
me. It also surprised me that 
they didn't speak English which 
makes It hard for them. You’re 
quite cut off from the rest of the 
world If you don’t speak Eng¬ 
lish. I couldn't wait to learn Por¬ 
tuguese so I could communi¬ 
cate. They are wonderful warm

For those who yearn to trade 
the frantic pace of a busy work 
week for the soothing natural 
sights and sounds of nature, 
serenity Is Just a short drive 
from your back door. 

Open year round. Westward 
Ho Family Park and 
Campgroi i nd offers a wide range 
of activities to compliment the 
striking surroundings Mother 
Nature (and Her county help¬ 
ers) provide. The 600 camp sites 
till up fast with regulars so It's 
wise to check In early on a week 
end. 

Located 30 kilometres West 
of Olds on Highway #27, West¬ 
ward Ho Campground Is nes¬ 
tled on the banks of the Little 
Red Deer River. 

Between thirty and forty 
camping enthusiasts camp on 
site year round, taking advan¬ 
tage of the quiet winter season. 
Snowmobiles racing over the 
Little Red are a common site 
after freeze-up. Ice fishing Is 
popular and many enjoy cross 
country skiing along the tree- 
lined river bank. 

But the vast majority of visi¬ 
tors flock to the campground 
during the peak summer sea¬ 
son now approaching. 

The two baseball diamonds 
are already booked well Into the 
season, but pick up teams are 
welcome to use the facility dur¬ 
ing the week or alter tourna¬ 
ment play Is completed. 

Camp kitchens and firewood 
are available as are showers and 
flush toilets which are wheel 
chair accessible. The Sundre 
Golf Course Is only minutes 
away, but for those who aren't 
ready for the big links, a mini¬ 
ature golf course fits the bill. A 
hall (the Round Up Centre) and 


a quonset (the E.B. Dodd Cen¬ 
tennial Pavilion) are available lo 
rent for group or family func¬ 
tions. A pay telephone and a 
concession stocked with good¬ 
ies Including Ice and fast food 
are located at the Warden's of¬ 
fice. Hiking, fishing and swim¬ 
ming are popular but a trip to 
the park would not be complete 
without an evening shared with 
friends around a blazing camp¬ 
fire. 

The front gate Is manned and 
a security team Is on duty. Park 
personnel make regular sweeps 
on nights during week ends, but 
Park Assistant Don llodglns 
cautions campers to lock up 
loose Items such as coolers at 
night. "They have a tendency to 
walk otherwise.” he says. 

"Ninety nine per cent of the 
people who come out are great." 
maintains Westward Ho Camp 
Warden Gordon Toews. “but 
there’s always that other one 
per cent." 

Over the years Gordon Toews 
and his wife Joanne have met 
more people thantheycancount. 
but they're familiar with scores 
of regulars on a first name ba¬ 
sis. 

"We've run It now for twelve 
seasons." Joanne says, “and you 
get to know a lot of people. One 
couple comes back every year 
from Saskatchewan and we had 
a group In here from Australia a 
few years ago " 

“The Calgary Kalian Club 
holds a picnic here every year 
after the Calgary Stampede,” 
adds Gordon. 

“They feed us when they're 
here." Joanne says. "They cook 
up pasta for everybody In big 
tubs over an open fire and send 
over our supper. We get a lot of 
family reunions here, and Olds 
College comes out every year In 


the fall." 

Joanne Toews' mother 
Madeleine Corcoran enjoys 
meeting the campers and lends 
a hand In the concession during 
busy times. 

“It's a friendly park." Corcoran 
notes. “A lot of people make 
friends here they stay In contact 
with. They come back and meet 
here.” 

One couple who met at the 
park nine years ago hit If off so 
well, they wound up married to 
each other. 

“We met at Westward Ho nine 
years ago In September. My par¬ 
ents had a trailer out at the park 
and I used to camp out there 
with them.” says Wendy 
Oklabdzlja (A Yugoslavian name 
pronounced Oh-Club-Ja'l. "My 
brother was hooking up a trailer 
and Nick came over to help him 
with It. We both lived In Calgary, 
so after we met we started dat¬ 


ing. We were all out on Thanks¬ 
giving weekend and Nick and I 
spent hours talking. We went 
for a walk. It was dark and Nick 
was supposed to be shining a 
flashlight for me. We were pay¬ 
ing more attention to each other 
than to where we were going 
and I tripped over a tree stump 
and fell. Things took ofT from 
there, I guess.” 

People meeting people Is 
something Joanne Toews en¬ 
courages. To that end. a new 
social program Is being organ¬ 
ized for the upcoming season. 

"On weekends that the 
quonset Is not booked we are 
running a camper's only social. 
We'!! have cards and campers 
can bring along I heir own games. 
We ll have music over there If 
you want to dance. It’s some¬ 
thing new we’re trylngjust to get 
people to meet,” Joanne says. 

MarJ Doan grew up where the 


park Is now located before the 
land was set aside as a camp 
site and remembers how It 
looked when she was a young 
girl. 

‘There were houses where 
people camp now. Bradley's 
Welding Shop and Clark's Gen¬ 
eral Store were down there. The 
little road that runs through the 
park now used to be the main 
highway and Scarrott’s had the 
Post Office at the top of the hill,” 
she recalls. 

Mrs. Doan’s family often re¬ 
turned for picnics and wiener 
roasts after moving away and 
she has plenty of fond memories 
of the area. Although she now 
resides In Calgary, she still re¬ 
turns every chance she gets. 

"My trailer Is parked out there 
year round.” she says, "You can 
choose whatever site you want 
and It's secluded. It's wonderful 
out there."

Ing back and seeing all the 
wealth, you see that you don't 
really need all the things that 
you have. Also 1 got addicted to 
the coffee down there, they have 
great coffee. I had a headache 
for a month after I came back- 
coffee withdrawal!” 

Scores of professional parts 
In everything from dinner thea¬ 
tre and radio anthologies to 
screen roles were waiting for her 
when she returned to Canada. 
A group of actors. Robinson 
among them, also participate 
regularly In a unique medical 
program where professional ac¬ 
tors are given specific ailments 
and a case history Interns must 
try to diagnose accurately. 

“It's a great program they've 
got going there." Robinson says. 
“But whenever they see us they 
think. ‘Oh. are there exams to¬ 
day?”’ 

A "plumb role” shot In Al¬ 
berta where she played Robert 
Culp’s wife In a Ray Bradbury 
Theatre production shot for 
American pay TV led to a brief 
but high profile performance In 
an ACT commercial still playing 
on a TV set near you. 

"I play the older sister. You 
have to look really quickly to see 
me,” Robinson says, adding. “I 
only have a couple of lines. It 
doesn’t really look like me be¬ 
cause my hair was dyed dark for 
a play I was In at the time. It's 
funny, because I do some sub¬ 


stitute teaching. The kids may 
have heard that I'm an actress 
before, but now that I'm In a 
commercial. It doesn't matter 
that I'm only on screen for ten 
seconds, the kids figure, you 
know. IVe reaily made It." 

Acting Is an Important part of 
her life, but Robinson’s beliefs 
are central to who she Is. So far 
she has yet to find the combina¬ 
tion conflicting or constricting. 

‘As a Christian 1 l>ellovc evil 
Is a real presence In the world. 
So if I’m asked to play an evil 
person I can accept that, that's 
okay, as long as 1 don't think 
what the play Is expressing Is 
really evil. So far I haven't found 
that. Doing theatre Is sort of the 
ultimate team sport, that's how 
my husband describes It.” 

Judith Robinson met her fu¬ 
ture husband while playing the 
lead In a production entitled, 
fittingly enough My Darling 
Judith', at the Glenmore Inn 
Dinner Theatre. Following a per¬ 
formance one evening Judith 
was chatting with some friends 
who Introduced her to the min¬ 
ister from their church who'd 
accompanied them. Reverend 
James Robinson was also a 
former professional actor with 
three years experience on stage 
In Great Britain. This Innocent 
Introduction had all the ear¬ 
marks of perfect casting for two 
roles In a major production. 

“I thought, \valt a minute, I 
want to talk to this person here!’. 


Robinson recalls. "Being a Chris¬ 
tian and an actress, that's a 
little odd. that combination. To 
meet a fellow who had been a 
professional actor who really 
knew theatre and was also a 
minister, well, those are sort ol 
the two main passions In my 
life. It sort of took off from there. 
I'd never thought I'd Im> a minis¬ 
ter's wife, but that looked like 
part of the package. It sounds 
silly maybe, but we really feel 
like we were made for each 
other." 

Two notable events took place 
only days after Reverend James 
Robinson became Olds' new 
Anglican minister In 1990. The 
first was his engagement to 
Judith, the second was a dan¬ 
gerous bout with chicken pox. 

“He Just started here and 
suddenly he was In quarantine 
for two weeks,” Robinson says. 
"Adults can die from chicken 
pox. which I didn't know. He 
was so 111. we had a doctor come 
to the house and he said he'd

never seen anyone so sick from 
chicken pox. He had a lot to 
cope with.” 

And what was Judith doing 
while her new fiance lay flat on 
his back wondering when his 
life to return to normal? 

“I was In a play at the time 
calU-d The Road To Mecca. The 
day that closed I started filming 
the Ray Bradbury production. 
There was a lot happening. My 
mom wound up nursing James 
back to health.” 

Acting will always tie an Im¬ 
portant part of her life but the 
arrival of daughter Rachel 
Robinson seven months ago 
caused a shift In priorities. 

"My primary goal right now Is 
to be a good mom. And to be a 
good wife too. I struggle with 
that too.” She laughed and 
added, "You know It's not really 
all that popular In this culture 
to want be a good wife and even 
I feel that way sometimes. I would 
like to run the show sometimes 
too.
